The Trust Question 


Every reference to President McKin- 


iley's policy in the Philippines wae greet- 
ed with applause. 
The part of his 


.speech contrasting the democratic and 
.republican record on the trust question 
was also well received and was listened 
to with great attention. 


Mr. La Follette devoted the greater 


•part ol his address to a discussion of the 
issues presented by the democratic plat- 
form. 
He refuted' the charges that the 


republican party favored imperialism 
And militarism. He quoted from Bry: 
an's speeches of four years ng'o showing 
-.that the democratic nominee had proven 
•himself a false prophet as to the effects 
cf the gold standard. He showed the 
.democratic failures to pass trust laws 
\wiile it controlled both houses ot con-> 
-gresa and the White house, 


W»» In Splendid Voice. 


Mr. La Follette was in splendid shape 


and he delivered his sentences with tel'- 
ing effect. The earnestness and honesty 
of the man was incarnated in his utter- 
ances, and that it made a deep impres- 
sion upon his audience was not only 
manifested .by his outbursts of applause, 
but in the close attention 'which they 
paid to his w.ords'. - •' 


•Mr. La Follette entered the hall 


promptly at'S.o'slock, preceded by Gen. 
'Winkler. 
E. L. Philipp,. the newly 


•elected chairman of 
the

•county/committee, and followed by Lieut

Audience Liuerally Responded. 


Time and again in the course of his 


address Mr. La Follette was greeted with 
round after round of applause. Particu- 
lary was this the case when he asked, 
after he had described the charges made 
of the intention of President McKinley 
*tu override the constitution and Bet up 
an imperial government -in the Philip- 
fines, if William McKinley would be 
•willing to carry such a record with him 
to the place in history which hia exalted 
position would entitle him. 


Again applause broke forth when .he 


placed before bis hearers the pictures of 
William Jennings Bryan, rushing off to 
Washington to use bis influence 
with 


democrat and populist in the senate to 
ratify the treaty of peace with Spain 
which'ceded the Philippine islands to 
the United States. 


Discusses State Issues 


Taking up state issues, Mr. La Fol- 


lette reviewed the promises made in the 
republican platform and pledged him- 
self to stand by those promises it elect- 
ed. He said:

No resolution in that platform is so vital to 


the welfare of all tho people as tho pledge for 
the nomination of candidates by direct vote 
under tho Anstr&liau ballot. It is through the 
«aucus and convention that the elementary 
principle of representative government has 
boon weakened and subverted. 
The abolition of tho caucus and convention 
is absolutely necessary to place nominations in 
the hands of tho voters and to make candidates 
directly responsible to the people. 


The caucus and convention system cannot be 


reformed, because it is inherently bad. If.one 
political machine were absolutely destroyed 
and the men in its control driven into retire- 
ment, the opportunity for political domination 
through tho caucus and convention plan would 
invariably and quickly lead to the organization 
of a new machine to take the place of the old. 
Abolish Machine Control. 


If the people would abolish machine control 
they most wholly abolish tho caucus and con- 
vention system. Its plan invites tho manipula- 
tion and co»centratos power. 


Under its methods the nomination is too far 


removed from the voter. By the time the dele- 
gate has been elected in the local caucus as the 
representative of the voter, and has attended 
upon an intermediate convention and elected 
some 
other 
delegates to 
represent him.

Advance Follows Rise in the Price of 


Wheat—Increase in All Brands Go 


Into Effect Today. 


Chicago, Sept. 20—Prices of flour are 


climbing

Washburn-Crosby notified the whole- 
sale trade yesterday of an advance of 20 
cents a barrel to go into effect this 
morning. 


The new price will be.$4,70 a barrel, 


which is 40 cents more than was asked 
a month ago. 
This is still 30 cents 


under the figure roachdd late in June on 
the crest of the bull movement in wheat. 
Wholesale grocers will mute a corre- 
sponding advance to the retail trade at 
once, but the effect may not be felt im- 
mediately by the consumer.

with employers whose workers have' 
no grievances pleading ip vain, with 
the diggers, "and with ail indications 
Dointing to a general tie-up in the 
anthracite coal fields, the

miners continue their talk of arbitra- 
;ion. 


Leaders of the great body of men 


now idle insist they seek only a fair 
Hearing and are willing to let their

the whole coal field shall be included 
in any ngotiations with the operators. 


Although in isolated cases owners 


01 mines have offered to discuss the

principal demands of tha workers, the 
union officials are firm and refuse to 
authorize settlements. They hold that 
any resumption of work would weak- 
en the strike and that all must stay 
out until every employer joints in an 
agreement. 


Peaceful methods are used by the 


strikers in their efforts to close the 
few workings still in operation, and 
these, so far, have proved successful. 


Marching makes the timid men and 


women in the Hazleton region nerv- 
ous, because of the result of that sort 
of campaigning in 1897, when the dep- 
uties shot down marchers, and march- 
ing began in earnest there today. The 
marchers were peaceful, however, and 
they succeeded in 
inducing 
several 


hundred men to quit work, temporar- 
ily at least.

favor of having the plant rebuilt by sub- 
scribing a goodly sum as a starter. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Mayor Bicbardson who was later chosen 
chairman, T. W. Goldin was elected 
secretary. 


Postmaster O. F. Nowlan addressed 


the meeting in regard to the object for 
which it was called. He had not con- 
sulted with all the stockholders but he 
had talked of rebuilding the factory with 
one of them. His idea seemed to be 
that the people interested in the factory 
had other business on their hands which 
took up a great deal ef their time. They 
did not know whether they wished to be 
burdened with the factory business any 
longer, 


The factory had been a success from 


the start and it was not bn account of 
its not being a good investment that they 
thought of giving it up. The factory 
employed about seventy hands, and at 
least sixty were the. heads of families. 
The rebuilding of the works would not 
alone benefit the stockholders, but every 
business interest and merchant in the 
city, and give employment to a large 
number of men that are now looking for 
work elsewhere. 


It was the sense of the meeting that 


a committee of seven be appointed to 
solicit subscriptions from the citizens of 
, Janesville to be used in rebuilding the 
plant. 
If the factory is rebuilt it will

The commission goes into details re 
garding present conditions in the archi- 
pelago stating that the oppositioo to the 
United 'States is of little importance and 
is kept alive only by the hope that 
Bryan will be elected and will withdraw 
the troops.

all parts of Luzon as well as the other 
islands, business reviving and more ox 
tensive tracts than ever before being 
under cultivation. A great majority of 
the people favor American rule one! are 
anxious for the establishment of schools. 
Local self-government and a civil service 
rule are expected to work wonders in 
the islands. New taxation laws and 
other reforms are suggested it being 
held that the burdens of a good govern- 
ment need not be expensive.

"We feel obliged to protest against 


this new insinuation, desiring to say 
that if the state president of the Soubh 
African Republic should have crossed 
the' borders of his country he must 
have done so by order of the 'tiitvo- 
rende rand' (executive council), which 
body by virtue of a special warrant 
of the volksraad in its session of 1S99 
is fully entitled to euthorize the pres- 
ident to go abroad for some purpose 
or other; according to the constitution 
the vice-president in such a case im- 
mediately enters upon the duties of 
the state president and the govern- 
ment is carried on as before.
